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THE MISSIONARY CATECHISTS. 


Cleveland ,Ohio, June 25, 1924. 
OUR SUNDAY VISITOR, Huntington, Ind.: 


I am a constant reader of your paper, and have noticed 
lately that you speak a good dea! about the Missionary Catechists 
in New Mexico. Could you kindly tell me who those people are, 
what they do, what their manner of living is, and what the re- 
quirements are for entering this field? Do these people do any 
work in Canada or in Mexico proper? Are the Catechists men 
or women or both? Would a young woman of twenty-six with 
a college training be too old to enter this work? 


Yes, our paper has carricd considerable information 
about the Missionary Catechists, but a great many readers 
like yourself have not perused our explanations carefully 
enough to gather a definite impression. 

The Missionary Catechists will not be schooled in New 
Mexico, but under the shelter of OUR SUNDAY VISITOR, 
near Huntington, Ind., where the very fine Training School 
is nearing completion. This Novitiate and School is the gift 
of a Californian, who has been intensely interested in having 
Catechist work performed, in an organized, systematic man- 
ner, among the so-called Mexican population, which numbers 
more than one million souls along the southern border of our 
country, beginning at Brownsville, Texas, and continuing 
west through the states of Texas, New Mexico, Arizona, and 
California to a point considerably north of Los Angeles. 

These Mexican people, so-called, are, for the most part, 
natives of the United States; but having had to live pretty 
much to themselves, the adult folk still speak the Spanish 
language. 

This territory is regarded by the Catholic Church as mis- 
sion territory, because churches are far apart, and priests 
are few. The same may be said of religious schools and 
Sisters. . 

Now the Society of Missionary Catechists, for ladies 
only, was started several years ago, not so much to spread 
the faith, as to preserve it among these million people who 
are already nominal members thereof by Baptism, but among 
whom the sects are at work. The organization is what might 
he termed a semt-religtous Community, inasmuch as its mem- 
bers do not wear a habit strictly speaking, nor bind them- 
selves by perpetual vows. They wear a neat dark blue unt- 
form, and after a period of two years’ novitiate and school- 
ing, take the vows of religious for one year at atime. After 
the two years of preparation at the Huntington institution, 
which is situated on a large farm, where fresh air and beau- 
tiful ecenery are plentiful, they devote some time to prac- 
tical work in the Calumet region of Indiana close to the 
Chicago line. Thousands of Mexicans and Spaniards live in 
that industrial area. From there they will go to the south- 
west field, and exercise the religious and social service min- 
istry for which they are prepared in our Training School. 
They will work in bands of two or more in places where there 
is\no resident priest. Here they wii! visit all the Mexican 
people, and gather the children about them for religious in- 
struction preparatory to their reception of first Holy Com- 
munion. Since the training at Huntington will include a 
practical course in nursing, the Catechists will be able to care 
for the poor Mexicans in time of sickness, and be able to offer 
directions to parents for the better care of children in the 
home. In practically every place it will be possible for them 
to arrange for some local Mexican lady to continue the work 
of catechising, and of conducting public prayer on. Sundays 
between the visits of priests, so that the faith will not only 
be preserved but intensified, and that parishes may be estab- 


os — 


lished as fast as the bishops will be able to supply priests for 


the same. While the new Training School will not be ready 
until September, a considerable number of ladies have already 
nad a course of training in Chicago, and workers are already 


in the southwest fleld, full of enthusiasm over what they are 
accomplishing for humanity and for God 


While the climate of the 


mission field is the most delicht- 
ful in the United States, we would, of course, prefer to re- 
ceive as subjects only those whose health is good, and they 
must have had at least a comm ol education. The more 
education they have had, the better of course. 

A word to parents about this. If your daughter has an 
inclination to the religious life, if she longs to be of service 
to God's poor, while winning Heaven's reward for herself 
and Heaven's blessing up you, do not hinder her, but en- 
courage her. If she comes to us, she must bring no dowry 
wil her, nor pay anything for two years of real practical 
higher education, which will serve her in good stead through- 
out life, even though she should not remain many years with 
the Society of Catechists. She will have very valuable les- 
s0ns in the school of experience, which the mission field 


offers, and she is permitted to spend a month at home every 
summer, if the parents so desire it. She is permitted to come 
home to nurse either parent during illness. 

We hope we have made ourselves quite clear thus far on 
this subject of Missionary Catechists. A few other points of 
information will be imparted here in the next number, 
Therefore, peruse this column carefully next week also.
